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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. This action is in reply to the amendment received on 05 August 2005 and RCE filed on 12 
September 2005. 

2. Claims 1,10, and 19 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. See Reasons for Allowance under separate heading. 

Previous Double Patenting Rejection 

4. Claims 1-21 were provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting 
over claims 1-24 of copending Application No. 09/751859. After further consideration and 
consultation with the Applicant's representative, the double patenting rejection set forth in the 
previous office action over Application No. 09/751859 is hereby withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

5. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the art of record, taken individually or combination, disclose at least the method 
steps or system components of: building models of predicted customer profiles, the models 
include risk models and marketing models, each model is a statistical analysis for predicting a 
behavior of a prospective customer to a marketing campaign wherein a risk model predicts a 
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likelihood of whether the prospective customer will at least one of pay on time, be delinquent with 
a payment, and declare bankruptcy, and wherein the marketing models include a net present 
value/profitability model, a prospect pool model, a net conversion model, an attrition model, a 
response model, a revolver models a balance transfer model, and a reactivation model. 

Independent Claims 1, 10, and 19 are distinguished over the closest prior art of 
Melchione which teaches discloses customer profiles based on a demographic database (column 
5, lines 1-2) and a scoring system, models developed from customer profiles, predictions based 
on the customer profiles (column 42 line 51 to column 43 line 16). As recited in independent 
claims 1, 10, and 19, it is clear that the Applicant's invention is distinguished over the Melchione 
invention in at least the method step and system components of the marketing models include a 
net present value/profitability model, a prospect pool model, a net conversion model, an attrition 
model, a response model, a revolver models a balance transfer, model, and a reactivation model 
Although Melchione does disclose utilizing databases for profiling customers, Melchione does not 
disclose the extent of the claim limitations as written.
